Coral again, whoſe generation is not much 
unlike 3 for when that Juyce that is in it, cal- 
led by the Latins, Succus Lapideſcens, runneth 
thorough the Body of the Vegetable, it al- 
tereth it, and turneth it into a ſtony ſub- 
ſtance. Whence wc may g eſs, That Coral, 
under Water, is not altogether ſoft and flexi- 
ble, though it groweth tiony, when expoſed 
to the Air z which cannot be wondered at, 
ſeeing, there be many Stones, both in Fraxce 
and England, which being newly diggcd out 
of the Ground, arc in a manner as ſoft as 
Cheeſe: But having been a while expoſed 
to

to the Air, grow to a conſiderable hard- 
neſs, the Sun and the Air having exhauſt- 
ed the wateriſh part gf them. Now whe- 
ther Coral groweth out of the Petrifying 
Juyce, or being ingendred as other Plants, 
is at laſt altered by the ſaid Petrifying Juyce, 
is a queſtion. For my part, I believe that 
it doth not grow without that Petrifying 
Juyce, no more then the Sea-fan, called Co- 


' allina, the Alga, and other Herbs which 
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grow in the Sea, and that it doth not petrifie 
till it dieth: By dying, I mean, that when 
by the ordinary courſe of Nature, or by 
the violent action of the Stony Juyce, pene- 
trating the inmoſt parts, the Plant is petri- 
fied. Now it is certain , that Nature maketh 
uſe ſometimes of the Petritying Juyce for 
the producing of the Plant; for it hath been 
obſerved by many, that Cora! hath grown - 
out of the pieces and fragments of Earthen 
Pots. And in the Iſland called Tabacco, near 
Africa, which is halt ſwallowed up by the 
Sea, much Coral is found , having its Roots 
In pieccs of Earthen Pots. Now the reaſon 
why Coral ſhould petrifie, and other Plants

Tours, and hath ſo inſerted them into their 
Seeds, as their Archeus can produce none 
other 3 Coral ſometimes groweth to the 
height of a man betore it be ripe and turned 
Red, it ſeemeth of ſeveral colours; for as 
many Plants as I have feen that were not 
wholly petriticd, were all of a Dusky, Green, 
or {ach colour as we ſee in other Trees 3 and 
thoſe only begun to be Red, that had nothing 
woody in them, as we ſee that in Pears and 
Apples, the Red colour isa fign of their ripe- 
nels and maturity.

Now ſeeing that this Tin&ture is to be ad- 
miniſtred with our admirable Water againſt 
the. Plague , and Malignant. Feavers, and 
that the Subſtance of both is more formal then 
material, not laſting long in the Body 3 there- 
fore the doſe is to be renewed every day, al- 
lowing about three hours of Interval between 
every doſe, belides one doſe in the night, if 
the Patient awakes. If this be carefully done; 
there is no Malignant Diſeaſe but may be 
cured. 

But as a Gardner that will carefully bring 
up a Plant, taketh care to weed it often, lett 
it ſhould be choaked or want nouriſhment. 
So that I may ſhow the beauty of this Re- 
medy, I mutt cxtirpate fevcral Weeds that 
have crept in of late into tne Family of 
Remedies, to the delution of the Patients, and 
the vrition of ignorant Phyticians.

And there is ſome policy in that too for be- 
ſides the obligation, he Jayeth upon h s Fricnd 
the Apothecary, himſelt is not without hope 
of benetit, and of being (ent for, the more 
often whiles the wounds are grecn 3 but what 
good this can do, or which ways chictly in a 
Malignant Feaver, you mult not ask, for him- 
(clt cannot tell, bur only, that it 15 the com- 
mon practice of the Town. W hich, if itbe 
a ſatisfactory anſwer, let cvery body judge. 
It this abuſe had been harmleſs, 1 weuld 
have paſſcd over it, as 1 do over many othcrs 
that I know , ard do only ranye among the 
Vuipar 
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 Vulgar Errors. But ſeeing it tendeth to the 
deſtruction of mankind, as I have ſeen by 
many fad and woful experiences, and ſhall 
prove by many grave and Authentical Au- 
thors, I fhould tin againit my Conlcience, 
Reaſon, Knowledge, and Experience, if I 
did not lay open the cheat thereof, in favor 
of a gallant Nation, among which I live and 
am ſo humanely protected. ? 
Be it known therefore, that thre is a Re- 
medy now practifed in Phyſick called by the 
Greeks 647 m51:% from the Verb. 4s metouat , 
which in Latine ſignifieth Attraho, in Eng- 
liſh, to draw or attraf, which was invented 
by the Ancients, chiefly to comfort the weak- 
neſs of thole parts which come by cold, or 
too much moiſture, whence it is evident, that 
all thoſe Remedies are exceeding hot, dry, and 
ſharp. Of theſe ſorts are Muſtard-Seed, Thap- 
ſz, 1 Goats Dung , Creſſes-Seed, Eliampanes 
Roots, the Sea Onion , Pigeons Dung, Mice 
Dung, Lice-Bean, Cantharides , and ſuch 
like 3 of which, at preſent the Modern Phy- 
ficians, and namely the Diſpenſatory of Lox- 
don, have framed a Plailter for that purpoſe, 
called Emplatrum Epiſpa'ticon, of which, here

Sickneſs, Faſting, Watching, and Pains 3 
the Reafon is, That the Cautharides or Spa- 
iſh Flies, which are the Baſis of it, are a 
molt deadly Poyſon, and a particular enemy 


E fo 
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ſo much the more prevalent , in' that ſome 
Apothecaries of their own accord to make the | 
Plaiſter of a more quick working, have aug- | 
mented the doſe of the Cantharides. So that | 
when this Plaiſter is applied to one fick of a | 
Malignant Feaver, and already extenuated | 
with the diſeaſe of Falting and Watching, he| 
hath good luck if he eſcape with life. Thoſe | 
that are for it, may chance to urge their own || 
experience, againft which I ſhall oppoſe mine, | 
which is of forty years ſtanding 3 but becauſe | 
neither they or I ſhould be believed, as being 
Partial , Ifſhall cite here ſome memorable ob- | 
ſervations made by ſeveral learned ,. honeſt, 
and famous Authors, to clear this point, Þ 
which is of ſo great a conſequences": --: * 
F.thall not. ſpeak here of the dangers-and 
cruel Symptoms that follow. the taking of | 
Cantharides inwardly, becauſe they are ſoÞ 
eenerally known, that nobody can be'1gno- Þ 
rant” thereof , but thoſe that arealtogether Þ 
Ignorant of Phyſick , I ſhall only mention Þ 
the pernicious cffects,. arid {ad confequences 
they cauſe, being applied outwardly. '. The 
firſt Obſervation ſhall be taken out of Guilzel- 
mis Fabricius Hildanws, a late Author, and 
excellent Phyſician and Chirurgeon in Swzt-

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A certain Gentleman ' of the Town of 
Villeneuve, by the Lake of Geneva, having a 
cold Tumor in one of his Knees, cauſed by a 
cold; and tough Humor, did ask a Barbers 
advice, who without taking notice of the 
Antecedent Cauſe, went about to cure him 
only 'with Topical: Remedies; therefore he 
applied firſt Cupping Glaſſes, : after that a 


Cautcry on the {ide of: the Kneepan, think- 


ing to <mpty* the Matter that was gathered. 
When theſe did not ſuccced, he applied & 
Pulteſs made with Leaven and Contdanddos 
and did exulcerate all the Knee, then follow- 
ed an exceſſive pain about the Knee, reſileſ- 


neſs, a Feayer, and feveral other fearful 


Symproms 3 atnong which, was a gricvous 
pain of the Reins, and of all the Belly, 'and 
preſently after ſuch a heat in his Urine, that 
he could not make one drop (tor it came only 


drop by drop, and that Bloody )' without the 


greateſt torture imaginable. The Palteſs be- 
ing removed, he was ſomething the better, be- 
cauſe it had drawn the mot ſubtle part of the 
Humor : Which when the Barber ſaw. he 
applied again the fame Pultcfs of Cantharides, 
upon which all the ſaid Symptoms became 
worſe than before, and chicfly the heat of 
Urine, which the Patient f{eching would ad- 
mit no more of the ſaid Pultcts, bu difiniti 
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his Barber, and after came to me to Lauſaxn- 
14. where having prepared firſt his Body with 
opening Apozemes, I purged him ſeveral 
times with the aggregative Pills, and thoſe of 
Her modaGs 3 and after that, gave him the 
decotion of Guaiacum, Saſſafraſs, and China, 
cauling him to ſweat gently, that the Matter 
about the Knee might melt and evaporate, 
after that I applied this Pulteſs of Vigo.

The third Obſervation ſhall be taken out of 
Baccius, in Prolegoments Venenorum & Anti- 
dotorum, where he ſaith, We find by Experi- 
ence, that Cantharides being mixed in Blifter- 
ing Plaiſters , and applied, do moſt violently 
corrode the Stomach and the Belly ; bat above 
all, to be by its property a peculiar enemy to the 
Blader, and to tear it in pieces with its 
Bloody Urine, and ſo to kill the Patients, For 
we 


- 


we have obſerved many times, that when Can- 
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tharides have been applied to the Head in a 
Lethargy, and to the Brawns of the Arms and 
Legs ; they have cauſed an extream pain, with 
an inflammation and difficulty of Bloody Urine, 
and ſo have killed the Patients. Thich danger 
deſerves a ſerious conſideration. 

The fourth Obſervation is out of Braſſa- 


| volus, Comm, ad Apbor. 17. Lib.2. who faith, 
| That one Vincextinus Grema, a famous Chi- 


rurgeon in his time, took once a Medicine, 
the Powders of which had been ſtamped in 
a Morter, where Cantharides had been ſtamp- 
ed before : Whereupon, though he did not 
actually eat any Cantharides, yet was he ex- 
coriated from the Mouth to the Fundament, 
and could not get his health again in leſs then 
eighteen Moneths ſpace 3 yet were there no 
Cantharides in the caſe, but a kind of quality 
proceeding from them that ſtuck about the 
Morter. 

The fifth Obſervation is out of Bartholomens 
Montagnana, a famous Phyſician of Ttaty,who 
relateth, That one Francis Brac, 2 Citizen of 
Padua, having, applied ſome Cantharides to 
his Knce, did avoid by Urine above Five 
pounds of Blood ; and that the ſame did 
happen to one who applied them to his great 
Toe, to take away the roughneſs and uneven-

The ſixth Obſervation is of a certain Man 
who carrying by chance Cantharides in his RV 
Pocket, as the faſhion is of ſome Chirurgeons, 

did make Bloody Urine 3 and complaining to 
me of it,l bid him be ſhould not meddle with 
them, no not ſo much as to touch them, or 
carry them in his Pocket. Snch another ac- | 
cidcnt, I was told by Helidews de Paduinis,

Having confidered dili- 
e gently the diſeaſe, we unanimouſly concluded 
t that it was no Leprofic, but. that it was fit- 
s Sting that a Veficatory made of Cantharides 
zhould be applicd all the Face over, three or 
our hours after her Bladder began | to ake, 
Jand to burn vehemently, and the Neck of the 
Womb, to ſwell with gripings, a continual 
vomiting, and making of water, a raving 
carriage of all her Limbs, and a Burning Fea- 
ver.

 T could alſo here relate ſome fatal Obſcr- | 
vations of my own, and of which, I have 
been a fad eye-witncſs 3 but that 1 donot 
love to renew the grief of the living Relati- 
ons, nor to inſult on the miſcarriage of Phy- | 


ſicians » knowing that we are all faulty, _— 
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that againſt death we have no power but for- 
getfulnels. | | 

From thefe things we may perceive the 
truth of what Mathiolus (aith upon the Sixth 
Book of Dioſcorides, where he hath theſe 
words. 

Cantharides are hurtful chiefly to the Bladder, 
and to all the parts that ſerve for the evacua- 
tion of Urine, not only being taken inwardly, 
but alſo being applied ontwardly where there is 
accaſion to Bliſter, chiefly when they are mixed 
with large Pulteſſes, and are applied to places 
near the Bladder, to wit, the Hips, the Privy 
Parts, the Kidneys, or the Stones. Thus far 
Mathiolugs. 

Therefore if any Body will make uſe of 
them, it is neceſſary he ſhould do it prudently 
and circumſpectly, chicfly let the young Phy- 
ſicians take heed, leaſt in preſcribing Remedies 
which admit of Cantharides, they do not 
err in quantity for becauſe Cantharides arc 
ſo light, that fifty of them weigh ſcarce one 
drachm, the Error is ealje to be committed. 
Nay, the moſt ingenuous of the Apothccaries 
have confcſled to me, that in the Diſpenſati- 
on of their Emplaſtrum Fpiſpaſticon , they 
double the doſe of Cantharides to make it of 
a quicker working. Who hall be fo bold atter 
this, to make uſe of ſo pernicious a Remedy, 
and 
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and chiefly in Malignant Feavers, where the 
Poyſon 'is inward, the Vitals dejeted, the 
Natural ſtrength abated, and no goud can be 
alledged to come out of this Remedy ? All 
the excuſe being, that it is a common prattice 


' about the Town, that is, a common and. a 


pernicious Vulgar Error. Away then with 
thoſe dangerous things, more peltilent many 
rimes then tne diſeaſe itſelf; and let us turn 
our pr2Fiſe toa fater and nobler way, that is, 
our TinGturc of Coral, which without danger, 
but rather with a great deal of pleaſure, per- 
formeth in Malignant Fcavers, and other dif- 
eaſes, we have or thall mention, the three (o 
much required Indications, for the relief of 
the Patient, and the honor of the Phylician, 
to wit, Cito, tuto, jucunde. 
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CHAP. VIII. 


Of the Virtue of the Tin@ure of Coral, 
in all Feavers and Agues. 


J Have ranged theſe two Difcaſes under one 

Head, becauſe they are of the ſame Nature, 
except that Feavers are continual, and Agues 
intermittent, but both to be cured the fame 
Way 

I am not here to expreſs the Nature of all 
Feavers, which belongeth to the general 
knowledge of Phyſick, and would ſwell 
this little Treatiſe into a Volume, but to 
touch as much of them as will ſerve our own 
intention, and to ſhew how the Tincture of 
Coral is, and may be a Sovereign Remedy for 
them : Therefore leaving afides their ſeveral 
Definitions , Diviſions, and Controverſies, 
we thall only mark the chief Grounds of their 
Nature, and the Analogy that is between it 
and their Remedy, . to wit, The Tincture of 
Coral. 

Firſt then let it be eſtabliſhed, that a Feaver 
is a hot intempery procceding from a Preter- 
natural heat kindled in the Heart; and from 
thence diſperſed into all the Body, by the 
means 
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means of the Veins and Arteries, and hurt- 
ing the Natural Actions. The chief Indica- 
tion for the curing of them, is to take away 
that Preternatural heat, and to reduce the 
Body into its former temper, as we ſee, . that 
all things after they have left their boiling and 
fermenting, and are cooled, become purer 
then they were before. Wherein it is to he 
obſerved, that the Natural heat, and the Pre- 
ternatural, differ chicfly in this, That the Na- 
tural heat isa Subſtance, and the Preternatu= 
ral only a Quality. The jgnorance of this 
difference 1s the cauſe, that ſo many miſcarry 
in Feavers 3 for when Phylicians go about 
that Preternatural heat (ſuppoſe by Bleeding) 
they altogether quench the Natural one , 
which by all means ought to be preſerved, and 
ſo haſten the Diſſolution of the Patient, by 
taking away the Baſis, upon which, Life is 
founded : For what need is it, it one defireth 
to take away the Preternatural heat, and fo 
to cure a Feaver, that he ſhould alſo take 
with it the Natural one, in which conliſteth a 
Mans life; for the Preternatural heat being 
once removed, the other remaineth free for 
the exerciting harmonically the Functions of 
the Body. The only calie, and ſure way 
therefore to cure Feavers, is to extinguiſh the 


Preternatural heat, without doing prejudice 
to 
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- | to the Natural one, but rather comforting and

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Humane Bodies equally, but are more or leſs 
familiar to ſome Ages, Regions, and Conſti- 
tutions of Bodics then others 3 there is no 
Age, Region, and Conſtitution of Body, chat 
can promiſe to it ſelf a freedom from Feaver 
and, as it Is a frequent diſeaſe, ſo is it nioſt 
dangerous, and not without cauſe : For it 
occupieth the Storehouſe of the Natural and 
Vivitying heat, waſteth and deſtroyeth it, and 

unleſs that Fiery and Preternatural heat be 
timely prevented, it ſcattereth and devoureth 
the Natural one 3 which being the Treaſure 
of Life, Death. is preſently at the door, inſo-: 
much, that moſt people die of that diſeaſe 3 
or rather, as Galen faith, Nemo fine febre mo-
